"BY MID-1960'S, LATE KONRAD ADENAUER, NEAR END OF HIS LIFE 
AS WEST GERMAN CHANCELLOR, TOLD VISITING AMERICAN OFFICIALS 
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KISSINGER'S WRITINGS SHOWED MOST COMPELLING ACADEMIC MIND 
HE HAD ENCOUNTERED IN HIS NEARLY 90 YEARS. IF KISSINGER 
HAD REMAINED A GERMAN, ADENAUER SAID, HE MIGHT HAVE BECOME

GRAVESITE GIVEN. 

"THE SECRETARY OF STATE APPEARED TO DEFER TO HIS PARENTS 
ONCE OFFICIAL CEREMONIES WERE OVER. IN FACT HE REFUSED TO 
DISCUSS SOMBER OCCASION WITH REPORTERS. 

"BUT THE OCCASION DID PROVIDE ONE LIGHT NOTE. IT DEMON 
STRATED TO HAK WATCHERS THAT SECRETARY'S ACCENT IS CONSIS- 
TENT. JUST AS HIS ENGLISH IS OVERLAID WITH GERMAN, SO HIS 
GERMAN, AND NOT VERY GOOD GERMAN AT THAT, HAS A SHARP 
AMERICAN SOUND." 

IN COMPANION PIECE FROM PARIS, TREWHITT REPORTS ON PLANS 
FOR CIEC, "A DEBATE THAT WILL HELP SHAPE GLOBAL ECONOMICS 
FOR A GENERATION." ASSIGNMENT OF COMMISSIONS TO DEAL WITH 
TOPICS HAS ALREADY BEEN FIXED." BUT HOW THEY GO ABOUT IT WILL 
SET THE TONE OF THE ENTIRE UNDERTAKING. FROM STORMY PRE- 
PARATIONS SO FAR, OUTLOOK IS UNCERTAIN. 
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"U.S. HAS ALREADY MADE IT CLEAR THAT HAK, WHO ARRIVED LAST 
NIGHT, WILL RESTATE FIRMLY A SET OF MINIMUM CONDITIONS.

"TODAY'S CONFERENCE REPRESENTS A LONG STEP FROM DAYS WHEN 
MR. KISSINGER MURMURED GRIMLY ABOUT POSSIBILITY OF MILITARY 

ACTION TO GUARANTEE OIL SUPPLIES. WHEN U.S. TURNED TO 
LOOK FOR ITS ALLIES, THEY ALL WERE CRYING NO... 
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"AT LEAST OPENING ARGUMENTS ARE EXPECTED TO REVIVE ALL OLD 
ISSUES. THERE ARE MANY CONSTRAINTS ON SUBSTANTIVE OUTCOME. 
CONFERENCE, FOR EXAMPLE, CANNOT INTERFERE WITH ROLE OF IMF 
AND OTHER WORLD FINANCIAL INSTITUTIONS. 

"THAT IT GOT THIS FAR, HOWEVER, IN WORDS OF ONE U.S. 

OFFICIAL, IS "THE MOST IMPORTANT DEVELOPMENT SINCE FORMA- 
TION OF UN". 

LATIMES - JOHNSTON LEADS FRONTPAGE WITH ARTICLE "TOUGHENING 
KISSINGER STAND ON ANGOLA SEEN. SECRETARY REPORTEDLY URGED 
SECRET AID, NOW IS EXPECTED TO PRESS FOR ESCALATION."

"NOW ADMIN IS FACING A DECISION ON WHETER TO ESCALATEAGAIN

"IN HAK'S VIEW, A GREAT POWER WHICH NEVER DOES ANYTHING 
SIMPLY CEASES TO BE A GREAT POWER. AND IN HIS CALCULATION, 
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THIS SUPERCEDES ALL DRAWBACKS OF SEEMING TO ASSOCIATE WITH 
SOUTH AFRICANS. 

"IN ANY CASE, REPORTERS WERE TOLD, U.S. IS NOT DEALING 
DIRECTLY WITH SOUTH AFRICA AND HAS NOT EVEN CONSULTED WITH 
PRETORIA GOVT ABOUT ANGOLA. 

"FURTHER, HAK IS SAID TO BELIEVE THAT RUSSIANS, ONCE CHAL- 
LENGED IN THEIR AFRICAN ADVENTURE, MIGHT BACK OFF AND LET 
FACTIONS FIGHT IT OUT AMONG THEMSELVES." 

SEPARATE PIECE ON PAGE 16 BY JOHNSTON TELLS OF VISIT TO 
FUERTH, ENDING: 

"IT WAS TYPE OF CEREMONY, UNDERSTATED YET MOVING, FROM WHICH 
ANY MAN IN HAK'S POSITION WOULD NORMALLY DERIVE DEEP SATIS- 
FACTION. THERE WAS PERSONAL GRATIFICATION OF FAMILY HOME- 
COMING, COMBINED WITH LONG TRIBUTES FROM FM GENSCHER AND 
BAVARIAN MINISTER-PRESIDENT ALFONS GOPPEL.

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FIVE YEARS, AND THIS ONE COULD VERY WELL TAKE JUST AS LONG. 
AMERICAN OFFICIALS ARE OPENLY PESSIMISTIC: THEY THINK THAT 
THERE ARE TOO MANY NATIONS TAKING PART, AND TOO MANY SUBJECT 
SECSTATE KISSINGER ORIGINALLY WANTED THIS TO BE A DIALOGUE 
BETWEEN OIL-PRODUCING NATIONS AND INDUSTRIAL COUNTRIES. 

FRENCH PRESIDENT GISCARD D'ESTAING MADE IT A BIT MORE COM-

A WIDE RANGE OF PROBLEMS, INCLUDING NATURAL RESOURCES, 

TRADE, AID, AND SO ON. THIS GET TOGETHER AT FMS LEVEL 
HERE IN PARIS WILL LAST TWO DAYS, NOT ENOUGH TIME TO SETTLE 
ANYTHING, AND JUST BARELY ENOUGH TIME TO DECIDE WHAT PROB- 
LEMS HAVE TOP PRIORITY BEFORE SENDING THEM TO COMMISSIONS 
FOR STUDY. U.S. IS AFRAID THAT INSTEAD OF HARD SOLUTIONS, 

ALL THIS CONFERENCE APPEARED READY TO ACCOMPLISH IS TO 
CREATE STILL ANOTHER INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATION WHICH DOES 
MORE DEBATING THAN DECIDING."
